Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 23—Robert 
T. Jones, jr., played one of his charac- 
teristic rounds of golf today when evcry 
shot seemed to be an inspiration and 
won the qualification medal in the Na- 
tional Amateur Golf Tournament on the 
Minikahda Course with the total of 142 
strokes, 75 of which were on his card 
yesterday, while the 67 which he added 
today tied the course record. With the 
exception of the aggregate of D. Clark 
Cockran at Marion two years ago, this 
total of 142 has never been equaled. , 

Curiously enough, Cockran played his 
two rounds in identically the same 
figures, except that he made his 67 ‘: 
his first eighteen holes and his 75 on 
the second day, while Jones reversed 
the figures. Last year Jones won the 
medal at Baltusrol with 143 and he has 
twice tied for the medal in previous 


Course in 1920 and at Flossmoor in) 
1923. 

In scoring his 67 today, 
Course in 31 strokes, four under par, 
and came home in even 4s. In thus 
leading the field by three strokes, for 
“Jimmy” Johnston, the idol of the 
home club was second with 145, Jones 
experienced something more than the 
mere sensation of triumph. He had 
laughingly remarked before he started 
that he hoped to show the high school

birdie 3. 

Neither was it a lucky break that en- 
abled him to carry the green of the 
473-yard fourteenth hole. with his 
brassy shot after a long drive and hole 
out with two putts for a birdie 4. 

He played marvelous golf, ending 
with a birdie 3 on the eighteenth green 
by a beautiful mashie niblick pitch 
across the road and leaving himself only 
a putt of less than a foot in length for 
the spectacular 3.

Search For Missing Boy 


Scores of Citizens, Police and Firemen Comb Massachu- 
setts Avenue Woods for Seven-Year-Old, Gone 
Since Yesterday Morning.

Scores of citizens, details of police, 
and the fire department rescue squad 
early this morning were beating the 
woods around Massachusetts avenue 
extended in a search for ‘7T-year-old 
Page Portney, who disappeared from 
the rectory of the Catholic Church of 
Our Lady of Victory, 4911 V_ street 
northwest, about 11:30 yesterday morn- 
ing. 

At an early hour this oforning the 
combined efforts of the authorities and 
the. many citizens who joined in the 
search had failed to produce a tangible 
clew likely to lead to finding the child. 

The boy, who has been staying for 
several weeks with the Rev. M. S. 
Yingling, pastor of the church, at the 
rectory, is bareheaded, barefoot, and is 
clad only in light clothing, according 
to the priest. Poorly developed for his 
age, the boy could scarcely make his 
way home if he wandered more than a 
block away, Father Yingling told po- 
lice last night. 


The boy was last seen by Father 


| Yingling about 11:30 yesterday morn- 


ing. At that time, he was crossing a 
small patch of woods, and the priest 
thought that he was going to call on a 
playmate who lives nearby. About 2 


o’clock, when Page failed to return for 
lunch, Father Yingling started in- 
quiries, and finding that he had not 
been to the neighboring house, called 
police and began a search of the woods. 

All afternoon the police, led by the 
priest, combed the woods, penetrating 
the sharp ravines, and calling inces- 
santly for the boy. : 

About midnight last night Inspector 
Louis J. Stohl ordered a fresh detach- 
ment of police from the Fourteenth 
Precinct to the scene. They were told 
to search all night, or unti! the boy 
was found. 

The Fire Department rescue squad 
joined the search early last night. With 
their high powered searchlights, the 
firemen went through the woods. The 
lights pierced the deepest ravines in 
the vicinity in the hope that they 
might find the boy at the bottom. 
Other lights were directed between the 
trees in the expectation that the wan- 
dering child, seeing them, would be 
led to the searching party. 

Father Yingling declined last night 
to give the names or address of the 
boy’s parents. He said that the child 


had been with him for several weeks.

LEFT BY MAGNATE, 


Legatees Are Counseled 
to- Act With Caution 
on Investment. 


EIGHT SCHOLARSHIPS 
GIVEN NEEDY YOUTHS 


Specific Bequests That Total 
$2,500,000 Include Gifts 
to Servants. 


Mineola, N. Y., Aug. 23 (A.P.).—The 
widow and two married daughters are 
principal beneficiaries under the will 
of Elbert H. Gary, late chairman of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
filed for probate at the county seat 
of his country home here today. - 

The will makes specific bequests of 
more than $2,500,000, including eight 
of 850,000 each for the establishment 
of “Elbert H. Gary Scholarships” at 
smaller colleges and universities, and 
one of similar amount for maintenance 
of the Bary Memorial Church at 
Wheaton, Il. 

No deffnite indication is given as to 
the total value of the estate, which 
variously has Seen estimated at from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

Having made the bequests and pro- 
vided for division of the revenue 
equally between the widow | and the 
daughters, Mr. Gary devoted” an entire 
section of the nineteen-page document 
to giving to the beneficiaries sound ad- 
vice gained from his many years in 
business. It is evident that the indus- 
trial leader, who died in New York City 
August 15. sought to prevent the dis- 
sipation of the estate through unwise 
investments and unsound policies. 


Counsels Investment Caution. 


“I earnestly request my wife and 
children,” he wrote, “that they stead- 
fastly decline to sign any bonds or 
obligations of any kind as surety for

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FLARED RAISE HUPE 
AWAIT FLIERG ARE 
ALIVE ON MOUNTAIN 


Army Planes Ordered Out 
to Investigate Lights 
on Mauna Kea. 


WARSHIPS CONTINUE 
THEIR OCEAN SEARCH 


Aeronautic Association Moves 
to Prevent Useless and Dan- 
gerous Air Exploits. 


San Francisco, Aug. 23 (A.P.)—Phan- 
tom flares and hopes drew the efforts 
of the United States Army and Navy 
farther over the Pacific Ocean today in 
the search for the six men and’ one 
woman lost in the $35,000 Dole air race. 

While seven destroyers were deployed 
along a 2l1-mile front across the great 
circle steamer lane between San Fran- 
cisco and Hawaii, and the airplane car- 
rier Langley and the. aircraft tender 
Aroostook sent out sea and land planes 
to scout an 80-mile patch of sea, Army 
aircraft stationed on the Hawalian 
Islands were dispatched to search the 
slopes of Maunakea, on the Island of 
Hawaii. 

Several persons reported having seen 
a green flare rise and die out about 
8,000 feet up on the rugged mountain- 
side Sunday night. 

Maj. Gen. Edward M. Lewis, hearing 
the reports, ordered three of the Army’s 
De Haviland airplanes to leave, Luke 
Field, Honolulu, today and search over 
the Island of Hawali, using the Hale- 
maumau Landing Field, on Hawaii, as 
their base. They are expected to re- 
turn to Luke Field tomorrow. 


Can Not Be Campers. 


After ascertaining that no camping 
parties would be in the vicinity where 
the flare was seen, Capt. E. R. Block, 
commander of e Kilauea Military 
Camp, informed j. Gen. Lawis of the 
light. It was deemed entirely possible 
that one of the Dole planes might have 
swung south of its course and, unware 
it had reached the Hawaiian chain of 
islands, crashed against Maunakea, the 
loftiest peak in the islands, 13,000 feet 
high. 

Injured or marooned on a crag, the 
fliers could only call help with their 
flares. 

Residents of Hilo also reported see- 
ing the flare, a green light that rose 
from the mountainside, glimmered and 
then died in about 20 seconds, 

So far as the Navy’s Hawaiian head- 
quarters were concerned the search for 
the filers ended today, except for the 
activities of two seaplane patrols op- 
erating over the same area northward 
of a line between the Islands of Oahu 
and Kauai which was covered yester- 
day. 

The submarine tender Holland and 
her submersibles returned to Pearl 
Harbor, refueled, reprovisioned and 
waited. This left the Sunnadin and 
Pelican the only naval ships out.

With nightfall a big crowd slowly 
| congregated, some real manifestants, as 
| well as many curious bystanders. 


Attempt to Force Police Lines, 


Suddenly the leading rioters began 
an attempt to force the police lines, 
shouting imprecations against the 
United States. 
, upon them to-disperse. The challenge 
was refused, whereupon the police 
charged and arrested about a dozen 
persons. At the same time the fire- 
men turned streams of water on the 
mob and caused it to fall back, but not 
to disperse. 

In the meantime detectives, by ques- 
tioning prisoners, got the names of 
some of last night’s riot leaders, and, 
mingling with the mob, picked up some 
, men whose names had been mention- 
|ed. These were handcuffed immedi- 
| ately and led to the consulate build- 


fomed into police headquarters. 

The consulate was closed this after- 
noon as a precautionary measure when 
Hugh R. Wilson, American Minister to 
Switzerland, who is here for the in- 
ternational transit conference, and S.

League Palace Surrounded.

Americans’ Cab Attacked. 

Two Americans, driving an American 
on leaving their 
hotel last night found their car badly 
damaged with the windows demolished 
and with a mob surrounding it. They 
paused an instant, looked at each other 
and then walked slowly to the auto- 
mobile, turned on the lights 
started the motor. The crowd, taken 
by surprise by the calmness with which 
the Americans acted, made’ way for the 
automobile without even a murmur 
and the car was driven off slowly.

The hearings will be held so that 
Maj. Somervell can hear all statements | 
of fact or opinion that should be con- 
sidered in connection with the pending 
application of the Potomac River Cor- 

oration for a temporary permit look-— 

ng to development of the hydroelectric 
energy of the Potomac River. 

The corporation, which is backed by 
Cleveland capitalists, declares that by 
harnessing the power of the Potomac 
it eventually will be able to supply 
cheaper electricity to consumers in 
Washington, Baltimore and _ other 

ints in Maryland, Virginia and West 
Vir irginia. The project would cost about 
$60,000,000. 


Opponents See Danger to Scenery. 


Opponents of the scheme rely on ar- 
guments to defeat it. They declare it 
would destroy the natural beauty of 
Great Falls and other scenic spots, and 
that it would ncourage industrializa- 
tion of Washington. Also there are 
some who want the Government to har- 
nesa the waters, rather than a private 
corporation. 

Im a letter sent to Maj. Somervell, 
Robert J. Bulkley, president of the Po- 
tomac River Corporation, has sought to 
answer all the objections that have 
been raised against the power project. 
The letter also was signed by Newton 
D. Baker, formerly Secretary of War 
and now counsel for the Potomac River 
Corporation. 

The letter declared that harnessing 
ef the waters and the creation of res- 
ervoirs would eliminate the danger of 
floods and would insure an even flow 
of water. Instances were cited where 
floods have caused great damage and 
where a low flow of water at certain 
times of the year has created unsightly | 
and unsanitary conditions along the | 
Potomac. 


Falls Sometimes Mere Trickle. 


Answering the statement of the Na- | 
tional Park and Planning Commission | 
that the power project would destroy 
the natural beauty of Great Falls, Lit- 
tle Falls and the rapids, Bulkley re- 
minds the commission that during a 
large part of the year the Potomac, at 
and below Great Falls, “discharges a 
puny trickle through a mass of dark, 
damp and depressing-looking rocks.” 
At such times, he declares, neither the 
falls nor the rapids contribute to the 
enjoyment as much as would a lake 
or a reservoir, such as would be created 
im connection with the power project. 

Replying to the protest of the Na- 
tional Popular Government League 
against development of the Potomac’s 
hydroelectric power by any agency but 
the Federal Government, Bulkley de- 
clared that Congress never has shown 
serious intention of carrying out this 
development. While the Senate thrice 
has passed the Norris bill providing 
for such development, he said, no money 
ever has been appropriated and the 
House never has approved the bill. 

“The people of Washington have 
rights to be considered,’ the letter de- 
clared, ‘and ought not to be deprived 
of the opportunity to prosper if, by 
wise foresight and proper regulation, 
the opportunity can be afforded them 
without detriment to any substantial 
interest.”

More than 100 employes of the Dia- 
trict Gevernment met last night at 
Pythian Temple to form an organiza- 
tion to urge legislation admitting per 
ciem employes in the District’s service 
to benefits of the retirement act and 
to obtain other advantages allowed 
other employes.

Zagloul was permitted to return to 
Egypt, and, although promised freedom 
from arrest if he would cease his cam- 
paign, continued his agitation. In De- 
cember, 1921, after he refused to obey 
an order issued by the military authori- 
ties that he and’ his followers cease 
all political action and Jeave Cairo, he 
was escorted by British troops to the 
railroad station and later taken by au- 
tomobile to Gibraltar.

Decisive Election Victory. 


With the abolition of .martial law 
and the promulgation of a new con- 
stitution, Zagloul was released and per- 
mitted to return to Egypt. A plea had 
been made in his behalf because of the 
condition of his health. In the first 
general elections that followed in Jan- 
uary, 1924, the followers of Zagloul won 
a decisive victory. He became premier, 
and in the selection of his cabinet 
named men who, for the most part like 
himself, had suffered imprisonment or 
deportation for their political opinions. 

The Zagloul government resigned in 
November, 1924, when the British, to 
enforce indemnity demanded for the as- 
sassination of Maj. Gen. Sir Lee Stack, 
sirdar of the Egyptian army, seized the 
Egyptian customs. At that time Zag- 
loul said he entered the government 
for the good of the country, and was 
leaving it for the same reason. 

Said. Zagloul Pasha was born in 1860 
at Biana, in the Delta. He was gradu- 
ated from the University of Al Azbar 
and afterward studied law. He became 
counselor of the native court of appeal 
in 1893 and served in that capacity 
several years. Appointed minister of 
education in 1908 he served two years, 
when he was made minister. of justice. 
He was elected to the legislative as- 
sembly in 1913 and was chosen by the 
assembly as one of its six vice presi- 
dents. 

In 1896 Zagloul married the daughter 
of Mustapha Pasha Fahmy, who was 
prime minister from 1895 to 1908. 
While serving as prime minister him- 
self, Zagloul was slightly wounded July 
14, 1924, when shot by a young student 
who was said to have gone to Egypt 
from Berlin. The bullet pierced the 
premier’s right forearm.

| America’s position as the, great cred- 
itor nation of the world has given 
latitude to its foreign investments 
which, according to the economist, are 
estimated at between eleven and thir- 
teen billions of dollars. Because of 
this, he said, the nation is profoundly 
interested 1n maintaining political and 
economic conditions which will make 
such investments safe and productive 
and thus may take a more liberal atti- 
tude when the question of debt adjust- 
ment crops up. That our foreign in- 
vestments will involve us in entangle- 
ments is highly probable, the econom- 
ist asserted, but only to a limited ex- 
tent. 


Where More Investments Are. 


“By far the larger part of our invest- 
ments are now in countries like Cana- 
da, France, Germany and Japan,” said 
Mr. Davis, ‘“‘which are in no danger of 
becoming political or economic vassals 
of the United States. Our foreign in- 
vestments. may involve occasional 
clashes of interest but such clashes 
need not lgad to a clash of arms or to 
other exercise of force. The world is 
increasingly learning that much con- 
flict of interest is in appearance only, 
and that conflicts of economic inter- 
est are in large part adjustable, not 
irreconcilable.” 

The Vatican’s virtual acceptance of 
the League of Nations as an instru- 
ment through which international 
peace and good will may be brought 
about was described as a powerful im- 
petus to the cause of peace by Count 
Carlo Sforza, Italian minister of for- 
eign affairs in the Giolitti -cabinet, in 
an addréss before the institute to- 
night.

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, yesterday issued an order “to 
precinct and bureau commanders,” 
/reading as follows: 

“It is directed that from and after 
this date all persons arrested for 
flagrant violations of the national pro- 
hibition act, such as transporting in 
vehicles, selling, illegal possession of 
still, &c., are to be carefully finger- 
printed and, where possible, photo- 
graphed. The said fingerprint records 
will be forwarded to the assistant su- 
perintendent commanding the Detec- 
tive Bureau for proper classification and 
file in the Bureau of Criminal Identifi- 
cation.” 


Seeks Evidence On Rum Runners. 


Maj. Hesse said that the purpose of 
the order was to record identifying evi- 
dence against rum runners and boot- 
leggers who are pursued by policemen. 
He added that these persons frequently 
graduate into other criminal activities 
He said no interpretation had been 
sent out, but that if- the commanding 
officers did not comply with the order 
satisfactorily they would be instructed 
further. 

Maj. Hesse said none of the three of- 
fenses cited in the order as examples 
of the types of arrest in which finger- 
prints were to be taken was a felony. 
He also said he was aware that courts 
had held in other jurisdictions that 
& man could not be photographed and 
¢ fingerprinted as a criminal unless he 
was convicted. He said he was aware 
that only felons are usually subjected 
to inclusion in the gallery of known 
criminals. 

He also said he had promulgated the 
order without seeking advice from the 
corporation counsel, but that he had 
talked it over with Inspector Henry G. 
Pratt, assistant superintendent of po- 
lice in command of the Detective Bu- 
reau, which includes the Bureau of 
Identificatiog, and who will have cus- 
tody of the fingerprints taken of vio- 
lators of the Volstead act, as he has of 
those of safeblowers and other felons. 
Maj. Hesse said Inspector Pratt thought 
it was a good order.

Vice Dictator Expected to Be 
Elevated at Philadelphia 
Convention Today. 


EXTENSION IS PROPOSED 


Philadelphia, Aug. 23 (A.P.).—E. M. 
Stafford, of New Orleans, La., will be 


elected supreme dictator of the Loyal 
Order of Moose, in the opinion of 
many delegates attending the annual 
convention now in session here. At 
present he is supreme vice dictator. 
The elections are to be held tomorrow. 

Radical changes in the executive 
policies of the order, to effect a revision 
of power and eliminate the dangers of 
“one-man” organization, were proposed 
today by Secretary of Labor James J. 
Davis, director general of the order. 

The proposal followed his review of 
the hjstory and work of the organiza- 
tion and a plea for expansion that 
would place lodges in every country of 
the globe, contained in Mr. Davis’ an- 
nual report. Action on the recom- 
mendation was expected tomorrow. 

Reviewing the work of the order 
during his 21 years of ‘active member- 
ship, he Said the time has come when 
the principles of the order must enter 
into the scheme of world affairs as a 
means of spreading international 
brotherhood. 

“I hope the day will come,” he said, 
“when the land of my birth shall be 
only the beginning of a training for 
children, such as is carried on by our 
organization here, in every country of 
the world. We must go to the other 
peoples not with words merely, but with 
deeds. 

“Even now we have inquiries from 
Germany and other European countries 
as to the prospects of restoring oid or 
building new Moose activities, while in 
Canada, the Philippines, Hawaiian Is- 
lands, Panama Canal Zone, Alaska and 
South Africa we have aggressive lodges 
to encourage us in this international 
expansion.” 

Mr. Davis stressed the inability of one 
man to carry the increasing responsi- 
bility for the various endowments aid 
funds of the order and urged tvrat some 
of the burden be taken from him and 
invested in others. 


LINCOLN'S APOLOGY 
REVEALED IN LETTER | 


Rare-Book Dealer Makes 
Public Letter Written to Re- 


buked Union Commander. 


New York, Aug. 23.—(A.P.)—When 
cesertions and unrest were almost 
wrecking the Union army, Abraham 
Lincoln turned a rebuke to Maj. Gen. 
Franz Sigel, of the Eleventh Corps, into 
an humble apology, it was disclosed in 
confidential letters of the martyred 
President made public today. The let- 
ters were brought here from Europe by 
Harry F. Marks, dealer in rare books. 

In his letter to Gen. Sigel, an officer 
of a unit composed largely of Germans, 
President Lincoln said: 

en. Schurz thinks I was a little 
cross in mry late note to. you. If I was, 
I ask your pardon. If I do get up a 
little temper have no sufficient time 
to keep it. up.” 

The apologetic letter from Lincoln 
was in reply to one addressed to him 
by Gen. Sigel on January 23, 1863, re- 
vealing dangerous unrest among the 
officers of the Eleventh Corps. The. Si-’ 
gel letter also is in possession of Mr. 
Marks. 

Another letter contains a graceful 
gesture toward England, whose govern- 
ment was inclined to favor the Con- 
federate ‘cause.

Explanation to 9-Year-Old Boy.

Vanzetti,, written from the State 
prison death house the day before their 
execution, were made public tonight 
by the Sacco-Vanzetti defense com- 
mittee. One, a joint communication

farewell and encouragement to the boy. 
The joint letter concludes: 
“Friends and comrades, now that the 
tragedy of this trial is at an end, be 
all as of one heart. Only two of us 
Our ideal, you our comrades, 
will live by millions. We have won, 
we are not vanquished. Just treasure 
our suffering, our sorrow, our mistakes, 
our defeats, our passion for future bat- 
tles and for the great emancipation.

“We embrace you all and bid you our

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 23 (A.P.).—In- 
tense activity of Bogoslof Island, a 
volcanic peak jn the western Aleutian 
Islands, which rose from the sea May 
18, 1796. was reported by Henning 
Plaun, Danish consul in Seattle, who 
is here today after completing a trad- 
ing trip to Ust, Siberia.

Papers in Rome, Berlin and 
Vienna Are Indignant Over 
Radicals’ Case. 


GENERAL REGRET FELT 
AT FAILURE OF PLEAS 


That All of U. S. Is Not 
to Be Blamed. 


Rome, Aug. 23 (A.P.).—The execution 
of Sacco and Vanzetti, says the Gior- 
nale d'Italia, “‘proves that the free 
democratic republic of the United States 
punishes by death in the electric chair 
political crimes, not hesitating to carry 
out its sentences even against the pro- 
test of the entire civilized world and 
even in the presence of doubt about 
the truth of the accusations and the 
responsibility of the condemned men.” 

The Tribuna says: “What is most im- 
portant is that this tragedy has been 
possible in a country governed by a 
so-called liberal and democratic sys- 
tem, despite long agitation in the name 
of liberty and democracy. 

“Democratic and liberal in theory, 
the United States desired to show that 
in practice it does not admit other laws 


manity.” 
Labor Organ Is Bitter. 


The labor organ; Lavoro Italia is par- 
ticularly bitter against America, saying: 
“We have no resentment against the 
persons who consummated, or permit- 
ted this infamy, but we feel immeasur- 
able contempt for the judges. gover- 
nors and others responsible, which re- 
pels us in disgust from a social sys- 
tem which, under the pompous name of 
civilization, retains all the worn-out 
forms of barbarism.” 

While renewing its condemnation of 
acts of violence and intimidatian, the 
Osservatore Romano blames Gov. Fuller 
for accepting the transferance of the 
question “from one of right and jus- 
tice to one of prestige and political de- 
corum,” thus alowing violence to make 
the case one of politics, insteall of jus- 
tice.” 

New Trial Held Justifitd. 


“That the jurors at Dedham seven 
years ago condemned for political rea- 
sons is uncertain,” says the paper, “but 
it is incontrovertible that the final part 
of the. dolorous tragedy unfortunately 
assumed this dangerous character, al- 
ways fatal, in facing and solving any 
problem serenely and objectively.” 

The Vatican organ intimates its be- 
lief that the passage of such a long 
time as seven years before execution 
warranted a new trial, even if the evi- 
dence seemed to show guilt. 

“It is undeniable,’ says the paper, 
“that the public conscience which wit- 
nessed the death of the condemned men 
was very different from that which wit- 
nessed the trial. It had changed; it 
was disturbed by doubt. The social 
reason for condemnation was weakened. 
It was necesasry that the entire act of 
justice be repeated—trial, sentence and 
execution—in order to be efficacious.” 


“Gérman Papers Temperate. 


Berlin, Aug 23 (A.P.).—General re- 
gret appears to be felt in Germany that 
Sacco and Vanzetti were not saved from 
the electric chair. ‘Newspaper comment 
on what is called their Calvary ranges 
from wild abuse by radical and liberal 
organs to more reasoned judgment on 
the practical aspects of the case by the 
more moderate. 

The Morgenpost points out that the 
Russian Cheka has executed ‘scores of 
persons in the case of whom the same 
doubt existed as in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case, but the world passed them by. 
In the opinion of this paper it is unfair 
to blame the whole United States for 
what has happened in Massachusetts. 

The Lokal Anzeiger deprecates im- 
motierate language, which, it says, is 
likely to react unfavorably on Ger- 
many’s foreign relations, and exculpates 
the American judges whom it credits 
with acting in the belief that they were 
doing their duty. 

Nationalist papers like the Deutsche 
Zeitung and Tages Zeitung emphasize 
the political motives underlying the 
agitation over the case and congratulate 
the American judges on declining to 
yield to the mobs. ; s 


Bourse Papers Differ. 


The bourse papers come curiously to 
different conclusions. The Boersen 
Zeitung trounces the communists se- 
verely for agitating over the Sacco- 
Vanzetti affair for their own purposes. 
It declares that the communists’ record 
wholly debars them from posing as 
apostles of humanity and justice. The 
Boersen Courier thinks that today is 
the turning point in American. history 
and that the execution of the two men 
at Boston “heralds a great spiritual re- 
versal from 100 per cent Americanism

It is noteworthy that the responsible 
German provincial journals take a far 
more sober view of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case than the Berlin newspapers. 

Brussels, Belgium, Aug. 23 (A.P.).— 
Le Peouplé, socialist organ, today char- 
acterized the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti as “a crime against humanity 
dictated by class instinct and an er- 
roneous conception of national prestige 
which is liable to have incalculable con- 
seuqences,” 

The paper, however, asks Belgian la- 
borites to remain ‘‘calm and cold-blood- 
ed,” contending that the American 
judges in the case henceforth are ac- 
countable to the American people only 
for “this abominable cruelty.” 


‘Inconcelvable, Says Belgian. 


Vienna, Aug. 23 (A.P.).—‘‘The incon- 
ceivable has happened,” says the Mittag 
Zeitung today, commenting on the exe- 
cution of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

“Now wiil come riots, bombs and the 
death of innocents, and responsibility 
must be charged to Gov. Fuller and the 
other cold-hearted judges who were the 
chief actors in the most shocking drama 
since the World War,” the paper de- 
clared. 

The bourgeois press unanimously con- 
demns the execution of Sacco and Van- 
zetti. The Tagblatt declares that this 
was a miscarriage of justice, despite 
protests from all parts of the cOuntry 
and will be a permanent stain on the

MAYOR WALKER HEADED 
FOR FLAG ROW IW BERLIN 


Magistrate Puts Ban on Ho- 
tels Failing to Display Re- 
publican Colors. 


PROGRAM IS SNARLED UP 


Berlin, Aug. 23.—(A.P.)—Mayor 
Walker, of New York, on his arrival at 
Berlin omorrow, will be greatly sur- 
prised to find himself mixed up in Ger- 
many’s eternal flag controversy. The 
smoldering question of the republican 
colors, black, red and gold, or the for- 
mer monarchical colors, black, white 
and red, again has been fanned into 
flame and is likely to lead to another 
political conflagration. A Berlin magis- 
trate, having declared that those ho- 
tels which failed to display the re- 
publican colors on Constitution Day 
were taboo for all official functions. 

The magistrate’s decree has led to an 
unforeseen complication in connection 
with Thursday’s banquet in honor of 
Mayor Walker by the American Club at 
Hotel Kaiserhof, which is one of the 
hotels which the magistrate found gull- 
ty of the aforesaid “color misdemean- 
or.” This, in turn, has induced the 
chief burgomaster to advise the Amer- 
ican Club that he therefore was unable 
to accept the invitation to attend the 
banquet. é 

This grotesque snarling up of the 
program of welcome to Mayor Walker 
has created a ctir in the erican col- 
ony, as well as German official, diplo- 
matic and newspaper circles, especially 
as the foreign office representatives 
have already accepted an invitation, 
and the banquet is the only official 
event of consequence which Mr. Walker 
will attend in Berlin. 

To appease the magistrate’s sensi- 
tiveness, the officers of the American 
Club have notified him that, as hey 
have invariably made it a point to dis- 
play the German republican colors be- 
side the American flag at all functions, 
they would of course instruct the Kai- 
serhof to conform with this custom. 


JADWIN’S FLOOD AID 
PROBLEM UNSOLVED 


Comptroller’s Ruling Limits 
Available Levee Repair 
Fund to $3,200,000. 


Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
Army Engineers, is not yet ready to 
say what will be done regarding the 
Situation facing Mississippi flood levee 
repair work resulting from rulings of 
the Comptroller General’s office against 
use of $2,000,000 from the rivers and 
harbors appropriation. 

The ruliny has limited the available 
levee repair fund to approximately 
$3,200,000 and it is indicated that any 
further request for aid from this source 
will be rejected. The law requires that 
local levee boards pay a third of levee 
construction expense and the question 
was raised whether the Mississippi 
River Commission could aid local 
boards which were unable to bear their 
share. 

This may mean a delay for the repair 
work, although it is not yet known 
what the complete estimated cost of 
the work will be. The commission 
hopes to have this available in a few 
days. It will indicate how far the 
$3,200,000 now available will go toward 
restoring levees to their preflood con- 
dition. ;

FUNERAL PROCESSIONS 
IN U. S. HELD PROBABLE 


May Be Held at the Same 
Hour on Sunday. 


Boston, Aug. 23 (A.P.).—The bodies 
of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, who were executed early today at 
the Charlestown State Prison, will be 
cremated at Forest Hills, Boston, next 
Sunday, the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee announced tonight. The 
ashes of Vanzetti will be taken abroad 
by his sister, Miss Luigi Vanzetti, who 
came to this country from Italy to 
visit him before his death. 

In making public these plans to- 
night, Gardner Jackson, of the defense 


committee, said final arrangements for 
the funeral had not yet been com- 
pleted. A previous plan for exhibiting 
the bodies of the two men in various 
American cities had been abandoned, 
Jackson said, because it was deemed a 
“physical impracticability.” 

Instead, he added, funeral proces- 
sions will be held on Sunday in vari- 
ous cities at the same time as the cere- 
monies in Boston. Where processions 
can not be arranged, memorial serv- 
ices will be held. 


Vanzetti’s Ashes to Europe. 


Until Saturday, at least, the bodies 
will lie in state at some place in the 
North End section of Boston, it was 
announced. The exact place has not 
yet been determined. On Sunday 
afternoon a funeral procession will be 
formed, in the North End, the center 
of the Italian population of the city, 
and will proceed through the streets of 
Boston to the Forest Hills Cemetery. 

After the cremation the ashes of 
Vanzetti will be taken by his sister 
to New York and later to London. Paris 
and other European cities then will be 
visited before the ashes are finally 
taken to Italy, Vanzetti’s homeland. 
Among the cities named were Stock- 
holm and Berlin. 

Sacco’s ashes will be claimed by his 
wife, who resides in Boston with their 
two children. 

The ie ome committee said full fun- 
eral arrangements would be made pub- 
lic as soon as they had been completed. 


Death Masks Will Be Made. 


Mrs. Glendower Evans, @ associated 
with the defense, announced that death 
masks of Sacco and Vanzetti would be 
made and many copies distributed. 
Medical Examiner George B. Magrath 
performed the customary autopsies to- 
day and did not set a time for the re- 
lease of the bodies. 

More than 160 Sacco-Vanzetti sym- 
pathizers paid small fines in the Mu- 
nicipal Court today for violating city 
ordinances by picketing yesterday in 
front of the statehouse and last night 
in the Charlestown district. A few, 
who were fined $10 each, appealed. 

Arthur Garfield Hays, of New York, 
their counsel, announced he would 
take the cases to the Supreme Court to 
test the city ordinance on sauntering 
and loitering. 

Hays also made known that he would 
apply for a writ of habeas corpus in

New York, Aug. 23 (A.P.).— Some 
Government officials may be .content 
with fishing for trout and other small 
fish, but when Miles Poindexter, for- 
mer senator from Washington and at 
present Ambassador to Peru, goes fish- 
ing, nothing less than a 75-ton whale 
is big enough to talk about. 

The ambassador, who returned to the 


United States today after four and a 
half years in South America, was sit- 
ting in his suite at the Waldorf-Astoria 
talking over his experiences in Peru 
and other South American countries. 
Some one asked if he did any fishing. 

“Well, speaking of fishing,” the genial 
ambassador replied, “I caught a whale 
one day that——” 

“A what?” some one interrupted. 

“Yes, a whale, and it weighed 75 
tons. It was one of those blue whales 
—the Spanish call them porquals. It 
was a monster thing. 

“We went out to sea about 30 miles 
the night before and waited for the 
first dim daylight. Early in the morn- 
ing I went on deck. There, about 200 
feet from the yacht were two of them, 
lying on top of the water. They looked 
like great floating islands. 

“About that time the gunner came on 
deck. He shot a harpoon into the 
larger one. ‘You’d be surprised at the 
agility and speed of these cumbersome- 
looking water giants. Like a flash, the 
wounded whale sped off, the linen har- 
poon line zipping as it came out of the 
water. 

“Up and down he dived, pulling the 
boat with him, and jerking at the 
$5,000 harpoon line fearfully. He pulled 
the ship 10 miles before we finally 
conquered him and brought him to 
shore.”

2,000-pound swordfish in Peruvian 
waters and other fresh-water fish weigh- 
ing as much as 250 pounds in the 
upper Amazon River.

His reception rivaled that of Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Prince Gustav of 
Sweden, both of whom have visited the 
Twin Cities during the last eighteen 
months. Through it all, the smiling 
prince of the air sat atop the rear seat 
of an automobile, nodding and saluting 
to the multitudes and apparently,in 
good spirits despite the strain of a 
nation-wide trip. 

Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh, the colo- 
nel’s mother, rode in the parade 
through the two cities, but did not oc- 
cupy the same car. She joined him at 
his hotel later, and proudly sat beside 
him at a civic banquet tonight.

Chamberlin in Omaha. 


Omaha, Aug. 23 (A.P.).—All whistles 
in the city shrieked their blasts today 
as Clarence Chamberlin, transatlantic 
pilot, flew over “Omaha and landed at 
the Municipal Air Field to be welcomed 
by city officials.

VERY FAIR, SAYS HOOVER 


2 Per Cent Construction Gain 
ls Noted in Summary 
of Conditions. 


‘EXPORTS SHOW INCREASE 


(Associated Press.) 

A summary of business condittions 
in the United States, as presented to 
Secretary Hoover by Commerce Depart- 
ment studies, has convinced him, he 
said yesterday, that the outlook for 
American prosperity during the next 
five or six months is “very fair.” 


“Of course economic prophecy always 
is hedged about with doubt and dif- 
ficulty,” Mr. Hoover said, “but not- 
withstanding, the outlook for the Na- 
tion’s business for the next five or six 
months is very fair.” 

“T have had presented to me a series 
of figures dealing with conditions dur- 
ing the first seven months of 1927,” he 
continued. ‘In construction matters 
the accomplishment has been about 2 
or 3 per cent greater than during the 
same period of 1926; the country’s xe- 
ports have been 5 per cent more than 
during the same period of 1926; the 
freight carriage on American railroads 
so far this year has been almost the 
same as last. 

“There has been a good deal of varia- 
tion in industry. Pig iron production 
so far has been 2 per cent below that 
of 1926, and textile and automobile 
production also is less. In general 
there has been a slight decline in fac- 
tory employment, amounting to about 
2 per cent during July under July, 
1926. 

“However, in the employment mat- 
ter, there has been a steady increase 
in the number of workers demanded by 
services as compared with factories, 
and there is not so much regular re- 
porting as to the volume of employ- 
ment in the service category. We know, 
for instance, that the development of 
automotive transport has brought 
about an immense increase during re- 
cent years in the number of persons 
employed in garage operation and re- 
pairs. 

“Money rates now are low, and the 
effect of cheap money on enterprise al- 
most invariably is a tendency toward 
stimulation. The harvest in the grain 
country is passing through a somewhat 
critical period at the moment, especially 
with reference to corn, but if frost is 
delayed for a matter of ten days or so 
over the corn-growing area there will 
be a bountiful crop. On the whole out- 
look is for a maintenance of general 
buying power.”

AT OLD FAITHFUL IN 
IND VIEWS GEYSER 


‘Coolidge Party Tours Through 


Area of Lava, Carved 
by Nature. 


TAME BUFFALO HERD 


FOUND IN WILDERNESS | 


Lake, Reflecting Tints of the 


Sun, Is Reached at 7,500- 
Foot Altitude.

Yellowstone National Park, Aug. 23. 

President Coolidge continued his trip 
through nature’s wonderland today, 
cClimaxing it by walking the plank 
through what must have been Dante's 
original conception of the inferno and 
tonight he was ensconced in the rustic 
Old Faithful Inn with the geyser by 
that name emitting boiling water and 
steam outside of his window at short 
intervals. 

Old Faithful was not faithful to- 
night when President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge and their son, John, slipped out 
of the inn to watch the geyser in ac- 
tion. The geyser delayed five minutes 
beyond its regular spouting time, while 
the President stood in the cold night 
air.. In going out to watch the erup- 
tion the President avoided the crowd 
of tourists at the inn. 

His four-hour ride from Mammoth 
Springs today eclipsed anything that 
he saw yesterday and as he drove past 
one piece of grandeur after another 
Mother Nature seemed to smile from 
the skies at the show she had staged 
while in her most whimsical moods, 
There were edifices carved in rock, 
wrought of lava, now cold and rigid, 
and again lava that spat steam threat- 
eningly from its sides as a giant loco- 
motive pulling a heavy load. 

But the Norris Geyser Basin, a half 
mile or so of steaming calcium deposits, 
with the earth boiling and rumbling 
beneath, was the greatest treat of all. 
It was almost a solid white bed over 
which the President and his party 
walked, so solid at first that the party 
moved over it without caution. ‘Then 
they came to a less substantial strain. 
The whole of it was steaming, but about 
this weaker stratum over which long 
boards were stretched to form a walk 
the bowels of the earth emitted boiling 
whirlpools as hot as any kettle that 
ever sat on a fire. At times the steam- 
ing water spilled over the boardwalk 
which lay right on the deposit bed, and 
again the President as he moved along 
was lost in the haze of smoke.

And under all was the earth at war 
with itself and apparently trying to 
get out. 

It was only a week or so ago that a 
tourist, venturing out on some of the 
weaker deposits at Mammoth Springs, 
crashed through as a skater breaks 
through the ice. He was scalded to his 
hips, but through sheer will power he 
is expected to live. He still is in the 
hospital here, 

But considering the way of man it 
is considered remarkable that there are 
not more casualties in the park. Yet 
the basin was not all that was steam- 
ing today. The President came into the 
geyser country. There was Roaring 
Mountain, composed almost entirely of 
rigid lava, but exhaling hot steam from 
a thousand nostrils, so much so that 
the prominence was almost lost in the 
haze. What a monster it was, one that 
must have terrified the Indians when

Buffaloes Are Tame. 


was a herd of buffalo, decidedly tame 
when compared with the country itself. 
Then the _ presidential motor car 
climbed almost straight up for about 
300 yards and went down at the same 
angle in what was described as the 
Loop the Loop; coming down it dropped 
into Hell’s Kitchen, a vast basin, now 
dry, and with stairs leading down to 
its secrets and recesses. There was ao 
huge lava deposit called the White El- 
ephant because it was fashioned to the 
likeness of one, and then came the An- 
gel’s Terrace. 

Here, the water, gushing up from the 
ground, first found a high level and 
deposited its white svfbstance, then 
dropped down a foot or so with the 
skill of an architect and formed anoth- 
er rim and so on down for five or six 
steps until now the thing might well 
be taken as a shrine erected by man, 

Then there came what is known as 
the “hoodoos,” a lot of huge white 
rocks, some bent forward to the left 
| Or right and others upright, a hundred 

or so of them. They suggested a con- 
clave of grim reapers, starry and stalk 


Altitude 7,500 Feet. 


At about this point the President 
had come up from an altitude of about 
6,200 feet to one of 7,500 feet, and 
when he got there he found a plateau 
as if another floor had been built on 
to the earth, an elevated floor, and in 
the middle of it was Swan Lake, a huge 
mirror effect, taking tints from the 
sun. 

Obsidian Cliff caught his eye. Years 
ago molten lava came rushing across 
the countryside and when it got to this 
point it simply broke off and spilled. 
Then it froze and there it was today, 
some of it forming the cliff and the 
more ambitious of it running on down 
to later form a road. The Indians in 
building their road could not cut 
through the lava, so they melted it 
with burning fire and smoothed it. 
Now it is known as Glad road. 

Throughout the 50-mile trip fourists 
and campers waited and cheered the 
President, and although the road had 
been closed for him, they all seemed 
to follow immediately it was opened 
and bear down on this retreat, Already 
nearly 200,000 persons have been in the 
park this season. It is estimated that 
the daily population is about 13,000. 
It is littered with camps and lodges 
and automobiles. 

Throws Water 200 Feet.- 


There are four big geysers within 

view of this hotel, Old Faithful, the 
most constant, within stone’s throw. 
It throws water 200 feet high every 
hour. 
A little farther away is the Giant, 
which is only good for about twice a 
season. It used to be fairly regular, 
but, as the story goes, park attendants. 
sought to force it with soap for the 
edification of the late President Hard- 
ing and instead of geysing it blew off 
its entire cap. 

There are other geysers around 
which shoot about once a week.

COUPLE FACE TRIAL

Officials Doubt Tennessee

son, charged with first degree murder 
in connection with the death of Mrs.

The jury charged that evidence had

Officials were helpless to move 
against perpetrators of recent masked 
floggings after the report by the grand 
jury in which the investigating body 
declared that “intolerable conditions” 
existed in the county, blamed members 
of the Ku Klux Klan for these condi- 
tions and declared itself unable to se- 
cure evidence on which to indict. 

The report of the jury said: 

“In obedience to your honor’s charge 
the grand jury has diligently, deeply 
and earnestly investigated the alleged 
kidnaping and flogging of citizens of 
this county. The investigation reveals 
most intolerable conditions. Evidence 
developéd disclosed that seventeen per- 
sons have been whipped. 

“In each case the victims of these 
criminal activities have been whipped 
in the late hours of the night by or- 
ganized mobs of men wearing white 
robes and white masks over their faces, 
who traveled in automobiles with tags 
covered. Most of them were lashed on 
the naked skin with instruments of 
torture that in some cases left wounds, 
scars and bruises that the victims will 
apparently carry through life. 

“Some of these victims, the evidence 
discloses, have suffered in silence with- 
out so much as consulting a physician, 
because of fear resulting from threats 
made against them by the mob if they 
talked, 

“It is the unanimous conclusion of 
the grand jury that the kidnaping and 
lashing of these victims has been done 
by lawless members of an organiza- 
tion known and called Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan who have bound them- 
selves to secrecy with~ reference 
thereto.”

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EVIL OF DELAYED JUSTICE, 


When convicted murderers and their friends 
take advantage of legal technicalities to post- 
pone the execution of a judgment for nearly 
seven years, and then demand release on the 
ground that the convicted persons have suf- 
fered long enough, it is high time that the proc- 
ess-of justice should be revised. Sacco and 
Vagizetti were found guilty on July 14, 1921. 
They were not executed until August 23, 
1927. That long delay is a shameful indict- 
ment of the judicial system of Massachusetts. 

During this suspension of justice the ene- 
mies of organized government in nearly every 
country in the world took advantage of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case to stir up violence and 
gain converts to communism and. anarchy. 
Théy actually convinced millions of ignorant 
mem that this agitation had frightened the 
Government of the United States and demon- 
strated its vulnerability to communistic at- 
tack. The execution of the two men at this 
late day is now seized upon as proof of nervous 
panic by a government that is striking back 
in hatred and revenge, and not in the impartial 
punishment of crime. Sacco and Vanzetti are 
held up as martyrs sacrificed for their opin- 
fons after inhuman subjection for over six 
years to the torture of impending death. 

The courts and laws of Massachusetts -were 
abominably misused by skillful attorneys for 
Sacco and Vanzetti. There was no justifica- 
tion for the incessant resort to technicalities. 
Judges possessed of moral courage would have 
swept aside these subterfuges long ago, after 
it had been demonstrated that justice was be- 
ing.strangled in her own temple. Deep and 
lasting wrong has been inflicted upon the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts by the delay of justice. 
No daw-abiding man can feel as safe as he felt 
before Parmenter and Berardelli were mur- 
deréd and robbed in 1920 by assassins who, 
with their friends, had the power to hold up 
the*course of justice for seven years. The 
State during that time has not protected its 
citizens, but has protected their assailants. 
Throughout the country the belief has become 
fixed that domestic and foreign influence, 
backed by money, can postpone and sometimes 
defeat the operation of justice in Massachusetts, 

When a man is charged with murder he is 
entitled to a speedy trial, because until and 
unléss convicted he is innocent and should 
not.be subjected to prolonged suspense and 
imprisonment. But after he is convicted the 
community is entitled to speedy execution, 
because it is a hideous wrong to society when 
the courts show evidence of faltering in their 
dutf of protecting the innocent. Doubts arise 
as to the certainty of justice. Confidence in 
the «courts is undermined. Crime is encour- 
aged, and peaceable citizens are turned into 
cynics.

SURVEYING CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


There is a widespread Impression through- 
out the country that the only benefits that 
accrue from the study of the tides as carried 
on by the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey are those that aid navigation. Yet this 
work now in progress in Chesapeake Bay is 
of great importance to commercial and munic- 
ipal as well as shipping interests. 

In the matter of sewage disposal it is im- 
portant to ascertain where the discharge goes, 
and the survey of currents will answer 
that question. Knowledge of the drift of the 
currents will serve to prevent backflow cf 
sewage. 

The movement of the bay’s tides and cur- 
rents must be ascertained by engineers in 
planning river and harbor improvements. 
Bridge builders, also, are materially aided by a 
knowledge of currents, and with this in mind 
the engineers who are working on the construc- 
tion of the new bridge at Betterton, Md., are 
being furnished with necessary data, although 
the survey of the bay has just been started. 

Future improvements of the entire Chesa- 
peake region wait upon, and are dependent 
upon, a comprehensive tide and current sur- 
vey such as now being made by the Coast 
Survey, 


BARBARISMS IN SPEECH. 

Notwithstanding some difficulties in the 
way, many of them theoretical but others de- 
cidedly practical, it may be taken for granted 
that the International Council for English, the 
foundations of which were laid at an interest- 
ing conference held in London some short time 
ago, will become 2n accomplished fact.. Some 
uncertainty, both as to the actual purposes of 
the council and as to the lines along which it 
proposes to work, has been expressed, but, ac- 
cording to Sir Israel Gollanez, himself an active 
participator in the conference, there need be no 
doubt on these points. In a recent interview 
Sir Israel said: 

There should he no uncertainty. The 
initiative was taken by the United States, 
leading men in that country suggesting 
that, if the English tongue is to be pre- 
served in its purity, as the heritage of the 
English-speaking world and a common 
medium of its expression, some watchful 
organization. was necessary. This sug- 
gestion was taken up with enthusiasm on 
our side of the Atlantic, and the confer- 
ence last month was a result of the nego- 
tiations which followed. 

Sir Israel Gollanez went on to declare that 
the international conference met in no spirit of 
pedantry, and that the council, so far from 
having any desire to assume legislative author- 
ity or to issue ukases, will be simply an investi- 
gating body. It will, he said, “consider facts 
as to the inclusion of new words in the English 
language, spoken and written, circulate in- 
formation about the modification and expan- 
sion of the language, and generally maintain 
its tradition, encourage its study, and foster its 
development.”’ ) 

That is a fairly ambitious program, and the 
members of the new organization will have ac- 
complished much if they show themselves able 
to carry it out in its entirety. ‘There is, in fact, 
no very valid reason why the council, despite 
the modesty of the claims now made for it, 
should not ultimately become a sort of court of 
appeal, to which disputed linguistic questions 
may be referred for settlement, and whose de- 
cisions on such questions will be universally 
accepted as final. 

Barbarisms are continually creeping into 
spoken English and to a less degree into the 
written word. If the council can succeed in 
stamping out such barbarisms as now exist and 
prevent the introduction of new ones, it will 
have rendered at least one signal service. Its 
attitude toward slang, whether of the American, 
English, or Australian variety, will be extreme- 
ly interesting to watch. It will have no sine- 
cure if called upon to decide whether a locu- 
tion like ‘‘Europe is all wet,’’ used with singu. 
lar emphasis by many disgruntled returning 
American tourists, is an admissible form of 
speech, or to determine whether the psychol- 
ogy, underlying a frivolous retort like “So’s 
your old man,” is sound enough to warrant the 
usually obvious irrelevance as well as the 
nearly always constant rudeness of the phrase. 


MINOR: TRAFFIC VIOLATIONS. 


Some time ago the Bureau of. Efficiency 
recommended to the Commissioners that in 
order to relieve Police Court congestion, in- 
dividuals accused of minor traffic violations, 
such as parking overtime, be permitted to de- 
posit and forféit collateral in police stations, 
thus obviating the necessity of a trip to court. 
The recommendation was referred to the cor- 
poration counsel for his opinion,. which has 
just been given. He feels that the proposal 
might work well in expediting court business, 
but advises that it would not be conducive to 
effective traffic administration, adding that he 
Yeels constrained to oppose its adoption. 

Primarily, according to the corporation 
counsel, when the citizen knows that he will 
be fined, or allowed to forfeit, not more than 
$2 for violating the parking ordinances, he 
will be disposed to take a chance, and if caught 
will consider the fine in the nature of a rental 
charge for public space. He would hesitate’ 
to take stich a chance if uninformed as to-the 
penalty he might have to pay, and with the 
knowledge that it could be from $1 to $300, 
or imprisonment for ten days. 

In a measure the reasoning is valid, although 
it should be remembered that the higher fines

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POLICE AND PISTOLS. 


Camp Perry, in Ohio, is noted as the place 
where the doughboy is taught the art of accu- 
rate rifle and pistol firing. It‘igs regarded as a 
training school in a military sense only, But it 
is to accommodate a new class of pistol car- 
riers henceforth, Through arrangements be- 
tween various municipalities and the War De- 
partment, the ranges at Camp Perry are to be 
made available for police officers. 

Since the chasing and firing upon bootleggers 
has become such an important part of the qu- 
ties of police officers, many guardians of the 
peace. have exhibited a lamentable lack of 
ability to hit the target, and the reckless use 
of firearms by these peace guardians has 
brought just and emphatic criticism upon them. 

The lamentable affair near the Soldiers’ 
Home some weeks ago, wherein a policeman 
exhibited such bad markmanship that while 
attempting to puncture the tire of a car with 
his bullet he punctured the body of the driver 
instead, brought home to the local authorities 
the necessity for better markmanship on the 
part of the police force. It is understood that 
arrangements will be made to send a number 
of the local policemen to Camp Perry. 

The privilege of practice on a military rifle 
range should not be neglected by police 
authorities. Out of a force of 15,000 men in 
New York City, only 50 have qualified as 
expert marksmen and only 5 per cent have 
qualified as marksmen or sharpshooters.

EVOLUTION OF THE “RUBBER-NECK,” 


The agitation of the question of the rights 
of: taxicab owners to occupy space along the 
curbs of downtown streets continues to bob 
up every time a cabby is caught “‘loitering”’ or 
cruising for business, and the agitation will 
continue until some plan can be perfected by 
the Commissioners whereby all such owners 
of public service vehicles can be placed on a 
plane of equality. 

In the meantime certain companies oper- 
ating taxis appear to enjoy advantages not ac- 
corded’ to their less fortunate competitors. In 
New York they have a somewhat similar prob- 
lem arising out of alleged discrimination in 
the matter of reserved places at which certain 
companies operating ‘“‘sight-seeing cars” are 
given advantages over their business rivals, It 
is said that Tammany district leaders are 
concerned in two of these favored concerns. 

The favors extended to these sight-seeing 
vehicles has served to direct attention to the 
enormous business built up in this line of en- 
terprise. The.first vehicle of the kind to be 
used in showing visitors the sights of a city 
was a street car which traversed the tracks of 
the old Belt Line in Washington. The pro- 
moters made a contract with the railroad com- 
pany whereby they were permitted to place a 
“lecturer” on certain cars, and from which 
they derived revenue by charging passengers 
for the privilege of ‘“‘Seeing Washington.” 
Later the company, formed by Messrs. Somborn 
and Amiss, installed those wonderful ‘‘rubber- 
neck’”’ vehicles. The ‘Seeing Washington” 
cars had gained a foothold and were making 
such satisfactory returns that the Washington 
company installed similar meansr of showing 
visitors around Denver, New York and other 
cities. 

To what extent this enterprise has grown 
in a quarter of a century is shown when the 
New York Evening Post says that there are 
several hundred sight-seeing buses in con- 
stant operation in New York alone, and that 
the ‘‘revenue from them is estimated to reach 
$16,000,000 a year.” 

There is scarcely a city of 50,000 anywhere 
in the country in which such public vehicles 
have not appeared. In Washington today, in- 
stead of the single chartered street car, there 
are fully one hundred buses swarming the 
streets or parked near the public buildings 
at all times. The evolution of the bus of 1927 
from the ladder-like “‘rubber-neck”’ chariot of 
the last century is as marked as that of the 
change in style of the back-entrance horse- 
less carriage of the same period to the-limou- 
sine of today 


FRENCH PATENTS, 


It is reported that the French Parliament is 
disposed to accept in general certain long 
agitated reforms in the patent laws. Most 
“important is an extension of the patent right 
term from fifteen to twenty years, in addition 
to which patents will be granted to foreigners. 
Employes will be given full rights to their own 
ideas. The old French principle, established 
in 1844, of not guaranteeing to the inventor 
that his idea is original or exclusive is to be 
maintained, but the infringer must bear the 
burden of proof of his right to use an idea. 

Patents.or copyrights are small enough re- 
ward to offer inventors or authors. After 
years, sometimes even a lifetime of painstak- 
ing toil, an idea is born or a device is per- 
fected of benefit to humanity. In the cre- 
ation is hound up no one save the originator 
can know how much of his very being itself. 
For only a brief span of years can he reap the 
reward for his labor. After the copyright or 
patent right expires, the product becomes the 
property of all. mankind. Even during its 
life, the inventor must constantly be on guard 

against unlawful infringement. Fe

I havea daughter 17 years old, gradu- 
ated from commercial high school. with 


honors. Well, that’s all right, isn’t it? 
But, here is the rub. She is afraid, 
always afraid—afraid. There are many 
children inclined be timid when it 
is a matter of approaching some one 
for a position.

FORKS AT TABLE 


HAVEN’T been approached on the 
matter of table-setting for a long 
time, but the other day some one 

asked me about the use of forks. Why, 
this lady wanted to know, were they 
set on dessert plates when most 
people used spoons for the eating of 
dessert? 

A spoon is one of the most useful 
implements on this earth, but it is 
regarded in the social world as a littie 
less ceremonious than a fork, and 
everything that can be eaten with the 
fork is eaten with it. You might give 
@ very little child a spoon to eat vege- 
tables with, and a grown-up person 
might be quite envious to see the ease 
with which mashed potatoes and gravy, 
and tender young green peas, could be 
scooped up. But grown-up people 
have outgrown the spoon for all that,

English people use both fork and 
spoon at dessert. Most Americans use 
the fork alone where it is possible to 
do so; but of course there are many 
occasions where there is a choice.

General Motors Reacts After 4 


Reaching New High; U. S. 


Steel Also Soars.

New York, Aug. 23.—Irregularity | 
characterized active dealings on the, 
New York Stock Exchange today, the! 
shares traded in totaling nearly 2,100,- | 
000. Alternate periods of strength and 
weakness resulted in a ragged close in 
which a late rally failed to bring. the 
list as a whole much above yesterday’s 


closing levels. Net losses of 1 to 4 
points were slightly in the minority to 
gains of like proportions at the finish, 
while the day’s actions constituted one | 
of the most puzzling markets as to) 


what was really going on that has been | ry 


seen this year. 

Though today’s market seemed a 
fepetition of what has been witnessed 
in the past few sessions—upbidding of 
speculative favorites for the purpose of 
covering liquidation in other parts of 
the market—it was extremely difficult 
to place a finger on the exact spots 
where this was going on; though Gen- 
eral Motors “present” rose to a new 
high and the new stock was well taken 
for a time at an advance, both dropped 
back at the finish to end with trifling 
net losses—%, of a point in each case; 
whereas Du Pont, usually following the 
General Motors trend, rose 1% points. 
Dealings in the motor leaders’ stocks 
shrank far below yesterday’s totals. 

Another change of trend was seen 
in the railroad share market, where yes- 
terday'’s general strength was offset by 
realizing liquidation. This was influ- 
enced, evidently, by the realization of 
holders that July earnings statements 
will justify apprehension already felt 
over the first figures to come to light. 
Union Pacific’s and Ontario & Western's 
showing certainly justified no optimism 
on this score, though Union held strong 
today and advanced 1% and Ontario, 
after a dip, came back to close un- 
changed. 

U. S. Steel rose to a new high level, 
gaining 1% to 140, and dealings were 
in fair volume, the old leader showing 
signs of robbing General Motors of 
market leadership. 

Mercantile stocks were less promi- 
nent than of late, yielding favoritism 
to the coppers and tobaccos, which 
were in good demand. Kennecott Cop- 
per sold at the best price in its history 
and held a gain of 1%. American 
Smelting rose 1°54, Anaconda a major 
fraction, Cerro de Pasco 1% and 
Granby °,, while Greene-Cananea acted 
contrary to the trend, dropping a point. 

In the motor group selling came 
into Yellow Truck B, which declined 
1% points before meeting resistance 
which carried it back for a fractionally 
aigher close, while its 7 per cent stock 
rosé 314 points; also the bears attacked 
Pierce Arrow, which was’ not so fortu- 
nate in support, the common losing 
fractionally and the preferred dropping 
3% points. Heavy selling in Reming- 
ton Rand resulted in a 2'%4-point loss 
and Mack Truck, on light dealings, re- 
ceded °%4, point. Chrysler became a 
football, too, between opposing forces, 
but closed with a gain of 1}. 

Heavy liquidation and speculative 
selling of Pan-American B was ascribed 
as the outcome of a combination of 
circumstances. Most important, how- 
ever, was the rather general assump- 


tion that the weakness, with the stock 
at the lowest levels since 1924, very 
likely foreshadowed a cut in the pres- 
ent $6 dividend. 

An early settlement of the company’s 
lability for construction of the tank 
farm at Pearl Harbor, Honolulu, for the 
United States Government, probably 
will amount to $11,000,000, including 
interest, which can not be returned 
unless through a special act of Con- 
gress. This burden, it is believed, will 
be further reason for reducing the reg- 
ular payments on the stock. The di- 
rectors will meet tomorrow, but the 
regular dividend meeting is scheduled 
for September. 

Southern Railway was a strong fea- 
ture in the railway list. rising to new 
high levels on buying of rather signif- 
icant character. Southern is expected 
to offer its shareholders valuable sub- 
scription privileges\some time in the 
near future, and there are people ordi- 
narily well informed who would not 
be surprised if the dividend rate were 
increased prior to that time. 

With the exception of the Norwegian 
kroner and Spanish pesetas, both of 
which were slightly lower, the principal 
foreign exchanges today displayed a 
steady to firm tone. The feature of the 
day was an advanee of the Canadian 
dollar to par and then to a premium of 
1-64th of 1 cent. This is the first time 
since June 23 last that the Montreal 
rate has displayed such strength. 

Sterling was firm, as were other gold 
currencies. 

In the Far Bast division the reported 
failure of a Chinese bank boosted the 
rate on Shanghai and Hongkong.

The following statement has been made on behalf of the commonwealth of Australia by its commis- 
sioner in the United States of America, Sir Hugh R. Denison, K.-B. E.: 


GENERAL The commonwealth of Australia is an integral part of the British Empire and comparable in importance with 


the Dominion of Canada. Loans of the commonwealth issued in London enjoy the highest credit and consti- 
tute a legal investment for trustees in Great Britain. 


PURPOSE 
OF ISSUE 


This loan is issued by the commonwealth of Australia as a central borrower on behalf of itself and the states 


of Australia. The proceeds of the loan will be used for developmental and productive public works and for the 
payment of maturing debt. 


The commonwealth has established a sinking fund for its public debt under the national debt sinking 
a fund acts, which provide that, during a fifty-year period beginning in 1923, payment from revenue to the 
sinking fund must be made at the rate of not less than one-half per cent. per annum of the amount of the commonwealth 
loans outstanding in 1923 and loans subsequently issued, except those raised for the purpose of making local advances which — 
are to be repaid to the commonwealth and credited to the sinking fund. All German reparations received by the commonwealth 
and one-half of the net profits of the commonwealth bank of Australia must also be paid into the sinking fund, Bonds 
acquired for the sinking fund must be cancelled and sums equal to interest at five per cent. per annum on such bonds must be 
paid from revenue into the sinking fund (except as to bonds repurchased or redeemed out of repaid advances, out of German 
reparations and out of surplus revenue paid into the sinking fund). The sinking fund is under the administration of a national 
debt commission, which applies the sinking fund moneys to the retirement of commonwealth debt by the repurchase of loans in the 
open markets, by the redemption of loans prior to maturity, or by the payment thereof at maturity. 


SINKING FUND 


In addition to the mandatory payments into the sinking fund, the treasurer of the commonwealth has authority to apply sur- 
plus revenue to redemption of debt, and in the four years ended June 30, 1927, $36,088,772 of surplus revenue has been so ap- 
plied. The total amount applied from all sources to debt redemption in the same period of four years was $126,308,454, equiva- 
lent to an average annual rate of redemption of about one and one-half per cent. 


The total gross debt of the commonwealth as of June 30, 1927, amounted to $2,243,786,167, consisting 

af 5402,196,472 external debt in the hands of the public; $416,440,265 debt to the British government (to 
be amortized by 1956 under a funding agreement of 1921); and $1,425,149,430 internal debt. 
At a recent conference of premiers, an agreement was entered into for adjusting the financial relationships between the 
commonwealth and the states of Australia. This agreement will operate for two years, before the end of which period the 
people will be asked by referendum to embody the terms of the agreement permanently in the federal constitution. The agree- 
ment contemplates that the commonwealth shall take over the debts of the states, the commonwealth to apply for a period 
of fifty-eight years from July I, 1927, towards the interest on those debts, a sum equal to the total of the per capita payments 
made by the commonwealth to the states in the year ended June 30, 1927, and the states to provide the balance of the interest. 
There is a further provision that the pris hela and the states, out of their respective revenues, shall make annual contri- 
butions to a sinking fund, designed to extinguish the present debts of the states in a period of between fifty and sixty years 
from the present time and all future loans within a similar period from the time of their issuance. All future borrowing for 
the purposes of the commonwealth and the states is to be arranged by the commonwealth, in accordance with decisions of the 
loan council, which is representative of the commonwealth and of the states. In respect of such, borrowing, commonwealth 
securities are to be issued, except where the loan council unanimously decides that the securities of a state may be issued, in 
which case the state securities so issued are to be guaranteed by the commonwealth. 


GOVERNMENT 
DEBT 


The ordinary revenues of the commonwealth in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1927, amounted to 
5380,405,716, and its ordinary expenditures to $367,392,466, resulting in a@ surplus of $13,013,250. The ex- 
penditures include $16,110,188 applied from revenue to the redemption of debt. 


The monetary unit of Australia is the pound sterling, the gold standard having been restored on April 28, 
1925, coincidently with similar action in Great Britain. The commonwealth Bank of Australia has the sole 
power of note-issue and holds a gold reserve of over 45 per cent. against its outstanding notes.

Fields race course into a chilly, unin- 

viting place for Jack Dempsey today. 

As a result the former worlds’ heavy 

weight champion was forced to aban- 

don his plans for road work, but he 
managed to get in a little light exer- 
cise. 

Dempsey, using 
a device similar to a treadmill, 
that he hoofed it about three miles 
while picking his feet up and laying 
them down again on this contrivance. 
He also went through some limbering 
up exercises before calling it a day for 
his first workout in camp. 

The challenger was eager to get to 
work in the form of socking the 
leather bag and shadow boxing, but 
when wet weather interfered, got rid

of some of the eagerness by forcing 
the carpenters to lower the ring 
which he will do his boxing and other 
work, to ground level. 


Dempsey discovered the ring was 
built 3 feet off the ground, pre- 
senting a_ situation that might 
cause an injury if he should hap- 
pen to be knocked out of the ring 
or fall out of it, or Knocking his 
sparring partners out of the en- 
closure as he did at Saratoga. 


Dempsey apparently is out to the 
Lincoln Fields camp to _ stay. He 
donned his regular camp regalia, con- 
sisting of white trousers, white shirt 
and a white sweater jacket. He looked 
the picture of supreme condition in 
this outfit, displaying the ruddiness 
which characterized his old-time ring 
days. 

With Dempsey removed to the quiet- 
ness of Lincoln Fields, much of the in- 
terest in the fight centered on the sale 
of tickets today: Tex Rickard was 
slinking around his headquarters very 
much in hiding.

Press). —- Bobby Jones showed 

again today that golfing chick- 
ens can not be counted until he has 
hatched. the brood. The British open 
champion stepped out in his second 
qualifying round of the national ama- 
teur championship to shoot a 67 that 
left him with a score of 142, making 
him medalist for the third year in suc- 
cession and placing him in a tie with 
D. Clarke Corkran for the best qualify- 
ing score ever made in the amateur. 

Bobby’s total of 142 was made up of 
his 67 today added to a 75 yesterday, 
while the Philadelphian, at the Merion 
Cricket Club, in 1924, reversed the 
scores, getting his 67 first and follow- 
ing with 75. 

While Bobby was burning up the 
course, George Von Elm, the champion, 
who defeated the Atlanta Wizard for 
the title last year, was struggling des- 
perately and wondering if he was to 
be left on the outside looking in when 
match play starts tomorrow. He finally 
collected his game to score 75 for a 
total of 154, which eased him into the 
select circle. 


The blond Pacific Coast star was' 
far off his game on the first nine 
when he needed three strokes over 
par, but he recovered enough of his 
misplaced touch coming in to stag- 
ger home in par and find his worry 
was unnecessary. A couple of birdies 
made him safe for continued par- 
ticipation. 


The titleholder today was not much 
better than he was yesterday when he 
scored 79. He found consolation in re- 
flecting that he took 159 to qualify last 
year when he went on to victory. 

Contrafy to expectations among some 
of the veterans, who still deny that 
youth must be served occasionally and 
in some measure, the youngsters re- 
fused to crack today. Eugene V. Ho- 
mans, Phillips Finlay and Don Carrick, 
who showed the way in the first round, 
did well enough today to qualify for 
the tests to determine the title. 

Jimmy Johnston, native son, who 
holds or has held many titles, although 
he has not yet won a major champion- 
ship, pleased the home folk greatly by 
coming in with a total score of 145, 
good enough to make him second to 
Bobby, which the Minnikahda members 
suggested was enough glory; after all. 
He was runner-up today with 71. 

Three former champions, in addition 
to Jones, won their way to match play, 
Chick Evans, Francis Ouimet and Max 
Marston; while three others, William 
C. Fownes, jr., Robert A. Gardner and 
Findlay S. Douglas failed to qualify. 


Roland Mackenzie, Washington, 
probably qualified with 155, taking 
79 today in spite of a splendid start. 
He was out in 36 with two birdies 
and two over holes and started 
home with* three pars. Then he 
went bad on the thirteenth for a 
six and had trap trouble on the 
419-yard sixteenth that cost him 7.

Sessions and Increase 
Judges to Five. 


Corporation Counsel William W. 
Bride yesterday submitted an opinion | 
to the Commissioners severely criticiz- 
ing a recent report of the Bureau of 
Efficiency which recommended a new 
system of collateral forfeiture in petty 
traffic arrests. 

The opinion contained more or less 
detailed replies to criticism by the bu- 
reau of methods of the corporation 
cougsel’s office in handling Police | 
Court cases, it indicated that present 
methods are satisfactory and said the 
congestion in Police Courts should be | 
handled in another way; namely, b 
building a new Police Court building, | 
abolishing the night court, increasing 
the number of judges to five instead of 
four, and hiring two additional prose- | 
cutors. 


Disapprove Collateral Plan. 


Concerning the bureau’s plan to post | 
in each police station a schedule of | 
amounts of collateral to be taken for | 
each offense, based on minimum fines 
and subject to increase by the com- | 
manding officer of the station in any | 
case, Bride’s report says in part: 

“The scheme suggested may work well | 
in expediting Police Court business. 
On the other hand it is not conducive 
to effective traffic enforcement to ad- 
vise one in advance of the exact 
amount he will be fined or permitted 
to forfeit for a particular violation, es- 
pecially when the amount is so small 
as to be, in fact, more in the nature of 
‘a license to violate the law than the 
imposition of a penalty.” 

The procedure for filing of com- 
plaints in written form accompanied by 
affidavits, suggested by the Bureau of 
Efficiency as a means of keeping police- 
men at work on the streets instead of 
going to court uselessly, called forth 
this comment in Bride’s report: 

“IT do not believe the scheme sug- 
gested by the Bureau of Efficiency 
either practicable or desirable. There 
is no requirement that informations be 
sworn to. That such has been the 
practice, however, is an admitted fact. 
It should not be departed from. It 
is only just to the accused that the 
accuser make oath to his charges. 


Wants Old System. 


“I do not believe the attachment to 
an information of an affidavit sworn 
to by the arresting officer at the police 
precinct station could or should be 
considered a ‘swearing to the informa- 
tion’ upon which prosecution is had. 
I see no good to be accomplished by 
the change. It only can result in con- 
fusion. 

“The preparation of informations in 
the office of the corporation counsel 
has become almost a science. Forms 
are prepared for the purpose, about 25 
in number. They are filled in with 
the names of the defendant and other 
information. For thig purpose two 
members of the police force are de- 
tailed to the office of the corporation 
counsel in the court. Because of their 
special training they have become 60 
efficient and skillful that each such 
officer averages the preparation of an 
information in what we term ordinary 
cases at the rate of approximately one 
a minute. 

“No matter how trivial the alleged 
violation, experience has taught prose- 
cuting officers that it always is desirable, 
if not absolutely necessary, that the 
complaining officer be present at the 
time of preparation thereof.”

The Board of District Commissioners 
| yesterday anticipated a surprise order 
| to vacate the premises now occupied by 


the traffic department, the police traf-

| up consideration of plans to relocate if 
| ordered to do so on short notice. 


All of the activities named are housed 
in the area surrounded by Pennsylvania 
avenue, Fifteenth street, Ohio avenue 
|and Fourteenth street northwest. This 
area is to be part of that utilized in the 
| $50,000,000 building program of the 
Federal Government, and is already 


| owned by the Government. 


It has not been expected that it 
would be made use of by the Govern- 
ment within so short a time that the 
municipal activities therein could not 
be relocated with ease. But since the 
Treasury Department called last week 
for immediate possession of the re- 
maining half of the Farmers’ produce 
market, the Commissioners concluded 
on discussion at their board meeting 
yesterday, that it is not unreasonable 
to anticipate an unexpected order to 
vacate. 

Relocation of the four bureaus has 
been considered in connection with de- 
velopment of a central group of munici- 
pal buildings. But that will not be 
realized for four or five years yet. No 
other plan has been broached. It was 
decided that Col. William B. Ladue, 
Engineer Commissioner, should take up 
the subject with Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 
3d, who is executive officer of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Commission. 

One of the problems is that of rent. 
The District has no appropriation from 
which to pay rent for new quarters and 
if it is going to have to do so an item 
must be sought either in the 1929 
budget or in the first deficiency appro- 
priation bill to cover the expenditures.

PRODUCE MARKET 


Weights and Measures Offi- 
cial Asks District Heads to 
Ignore Treasury Demand. 


DECLARES LEGISLATION 
BY. CONGRESS “!ECESSARY, 


Temporary Site Would De- 
stroy Business, Superin- 
tendent States. 


George M. Roberts, District superin- 
tendent of weights, measures and mar- 
kets, yesterday advised the Commis- 
sioners, in an official report, to ignore 
the demand of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for immediate vacation of the 
remainder of the farmers’ produce mar- 
ket and inform that department that 
the District is not authorized to turn 
the property over until Congress enacts 
further legislation. 

Temporary location of the market 
would destroy it in his opinion, Rob- 
erts said. Stressing the wide use of 
the market, particularly from July 1 to 
December 31, Roberts said, in his re- 
port: 

“If the market should be vacated 
soon, before another locastion is ac- 
quired, much inconvenience and prob- 
ably much loss to farmers who use the 
markets for sale of their produce would 
result. It would also cause demorali- 
zation in the usual and orderly way of 
selling and buying the large quantities 
of farm produce distributed through 
the market by nearby farmers and 
would be almost sure to bring about 
much dissatisfaction and complaint. 

“I know of no place in the vicinity 
where the business can be taken care 
of temporarily, and, in my opinion, the 
market would be practically destroyed 
by any attempt to iemove it tempo- 
rarily to a distant location. The im- 
propriety of the District accepting a 


gratuitous location from private parties 
is obvious. 
Congress Must Approve. 

“The ground upon which the market 
is located was turned over to the Dis- 
trict by an act of Congréss approved 
May 20, 1870, to ‘hold and use’ as a 
market. Congress had before it at the 
last session a bill to authorize the 
Commissioners to vacate the present 
site and failed to pass it. It appears im- 
possible to reach any other conclusion 
than that the ground in question can 
not be lawfully taken and devoted to 
other than market purposes without 
future legislation by Congress grant-~ 
tng authority to do so. 

“I recommend that the Supervising 

Architect -of the Treasury be informed 
that. the Commissioners are not au- 
thorized to turn the premises over to 
that department without. legislation; 
that it is therefore impossible to state 
when the property can be vacated, but 
that the Commissioners expect to sub- 
mit to Congress in December a report 
and recommendation for a new loca- 
tion-for the farmers’ market, request- 
ing authority to vacate the premises 
now occupied and will urge the pas- 
sage of the legislation.” 
The Treasury Department wants the 
ground so as ta begin at once con- 
struction of the proposed new internal 
revenue building.
